Police Search Ruins for 
Jet Collision Casualties

HAMPTON, Va. AP — Res­ 
cue and salvage workers probed 
a devastated suburban neigh­ 
borhood here today for possible 
additional 
victims 
from the 
flaming crash of a Marine Corps 
attack bomber that hurtled into 
the area after an inflight col­ 
lision Monday. 
Hampton police said two per­ 
sons - - a mother and her in­ 
fant son — died and 40 were 
Injured. Eleven remained hos­ 
pitalized today. 
Police Chief L. H. Nicholson 
said "we have gone through all 
the destroyed 
and damaged 
houses and found no additional 
bodies. I don't believe we will 
find any more. We have no re ­ 
ports of missing persons." 
Nicholson said " it is a miracle 
that the death toll was so low." 
The low death toll was all the 
more remarkable in view ofthe 
fact the plane crashed when 
"the majority of the people in 
the area were at home,” the 
chief said. 
Ten of the modest, two-bed­ 
room homes were demolished 
and 17 others damaged to some 
degree in the housing develop­ 
ment near Buckroe Beach, a 
Chesapeake Bay resort town. 
The tw o-seater A6 Intruder 
light bomber plowed into the 
development at 8:57 Monday. 
Seconds earlier, it had col­ 
lided at 400 miles an hour with 
another Intruder at 2,000 feet. 
The other plane fell into the 
Chesapeake. 
All of the four Marines aboard 
the two aircraft ejected safely 
and landed near the second 
bomber in Chesapeake Bay off 
Norfolk. Three were picked up 
by a Coast Guard helicopter, the 
fourth by a private boat. 
The crash occurred not far 
from the sprawling Fordhdm 
shopping center and the homes 
of many Air Force and Army 
men from nearby Langley Air 
Force Base and Ft. Monroe. 
Witnesses said the aircraft 
came down at a 45-degree angle 
just off Sergeant street, where 
its engine buried itself in a deep 
crater. 
The wings and portions of the 
flaming fuselage continued on 
— with parts of the fuel tanks— 
for two blocks, mowing down 
homes as they went and setting 
some of them on fire. Bits ofthe 
plane were found 5 blocks away 
at the shopping center, where a 
wheel plunged through the roof 
of a bowling alley and injured 
three persons. 
Among the dead were Mary 
Gallant and her 19-month-old 
son Donald. 
M rs. Gallant's husband was 
on his way home when the 
house in which his wife and in­ 
tent son awaited his arrival was 
destroyed. Two other Gallant 
children were 
visiting neigh­ 
bors and escaped. 
"It looked like a tornado had 
ripped out a three-block a re a ," 
said one of the first newsmen at 
the scene, Bob Williams of the 
Newport 
News Daily Press. 
"People were walking around in 
a daze." 
Mrs. A. L . Angle, who lives 100 
yards from the spot the plane 
hit, was in the den with her hus- 
Dana. 
"We heard an explosion," she 
said. "Our whole back yard was 
lit up. 
"We ran to the front. Every­ 
where we looked, we saw houses 
burning. We heard that one 
whole temily -— mother, tether 
and several children — was 
wiped out. but we don't know 
for sure.'* 
"I saw the children in that 
temily playing in that yard five 
minutes before the crash," said 
M rs. Angle's husband. 
Trooper H i . Hough of the 
State Police was in his cruiser 
about a mile away when he saw 
the flames leaping from the 
crash. He was the first officer to 
arrive. 
"People surrounded my c a r," 
he said, "and placed three in­ 
jured people — a man, a woman 
and an intent several weeks old 
— in my car. I took them to a 
hospital and went back to the 
place. By then the ambulances 
and police cars were there and 
were taking people to hospitals, 
too." 
The Marine bombers, out of 
Cherry Point, N.C., were en 
route to Patuxent River, Md., 
and had left their base at 6:30 
p.m. The Fleet Marine Force 
Atlantic said it had no immedi­ 
ate explanation for the collision 
and that the planes were on a 
routine weather mission. 
Moments after the pilotless 
bomber crashed in flames, am ­ 
bulances were speeding to the 
area from Hampton, Newport 
News, Buckroe Beach, Langley 
AFB, Phoebus, and the counties 
of Northampton and York. 
Rescue squadmen, doctors, 
detachments from Langley and 
Ft. Monroe, and firemen hur­ 
ried in. By the time they a r­ 
rived, hundreds of persons had 
gathered to watch the holocaust. 
The garish glare of flood­ 
lights bathed the scene and the 
sm ell of smoke and charred, 
wet wood filled the air.

Father, Son See Little Boy 
Vanish Under Flaming Jet 


HAMPTON, Va. (AP) — Day­ 
light was girtng way to dusk as 
the little boy played in front of 
his home on Old Buckroe Road, 
unaware that a burning Marine 
jet was sweeping down on him. 
And then, suddenly, he wasn't 
there any more. Just his shoes. 
This tragic scene was wit­ 
nessed Monday night by James 
A. Hardin and his son, Bobby, 
13, as they were driving home 
from a Little League baseball 
game. 
The big jet had just collided 
with 
another 
military plane 
over a nearby shopping center. 
Pilotless, it screamed across 
the flat tide water, landscape 
and crashed 
into (Md Buckroe 
Road, shattering houses in its 
fiery path. 
"I heard a woman screaming 
as she ran across a yard with a 
baby in h erarm s," Hardin said. 
"A man followed her out of the 
house 
with 
blood stream ing 
from his tece." 
When they got to their own 
home — at 503 Smiley Road — 
the Hardins found a landscape 
of burning debris. 
, 
"P art of the fuel pump was in 
my back yard," Hardin said. “ A

continued to search the burned- 
out wreckage of the demolished 
houses. 
A half-house stood forlornly. 
From front to back it had been 
split evenly, almost exactly in 
half. In the exposed kitchen, a 
stove and the sink stood un­ 
scathed. 


Flam es from the fires set by 
the crashed bomber leaped so 
high they were seen miles away. 
Heavy smoke, billowing into the 
clear and starry sky in the 
red glow of the flam es, was 
seen at Newport News, 15 miles 
distant. 


"B was the most horrjlhle 
think Pve ever seen,'* said 
Robert Young, 22, a Newport 
News shipyard worker who was 
visiting the home of his par­ 
ents in the Buckroe housing 
development. 
"R was like a huge fireworks 
display. R was what I would 
Imagine a bombed city to look 
like during wartime.”

rescued Marine fliers 
were 1st Lt. Charles Clark, 24, 
of Asheville, N. C., and 1st 
Lt. Jam es Engstrom, 25, of 
Durham, N. C., the pilots; and 
bom barier - navigators Capt.

None of the four was hurt.

Crow Indians to Reenact 
Battle of Little Big Horn

CROW AGENCY, Mont. (AP] 
—It was 90 years ago this weei 
that 
the 
most 
famous 
anc 
talked-a bout battle between In­ 
dians and the UJS. Army was 
fought in the valley of the Little 
Big Horn River in southern 
Montana. 
Now the nation sends space­ 
craft to the planets, but the 
years have seen little change 
for 
the green, rolling hills 
where Gen. George Armstrong 
Custer 
and 
his entire force 
of 262 men were annihilated 
June 25, 1876. 
Only a cavalry officer's horse, 
Commanche, survived the mas­ 
sacre. 
The site of the battle now is 
the Custer Battlefield National 
Monument. Atop the rolling hills 
is a national cem etery, where 
C uster's men lie beside victims 
of other wars. 
The Crow Indian tribe will re­ 
enact the great battle in a week­ 
end ceremony beginning Satur­ 
day. They will portray it from 
the Indians' point of view. The 
setting is about a mile from the 
actual battle site. The colorfully 
garbed Crow will ride into ac­ 
tion against blue-clad cavalry. 
They will portray the last 
great gathering of Indian war­ 
rio rs, 
determined to defend 
their 
homes 
and 
hunting 
grounds against the invading 
white man. 
The museum on the battle­ 
field, with its relics ofthe fight, 
and the small white m arkers 


which show where each man 
fell, fail to tell the total story of 
C uster's last stand. It may nev­ 
er be told completely. 
Historians still argue about 
why Custer divided his com­ 
mand into three detachments 
and found only his segment bat­ 
tling some 5,000 Siouxand Chey­ 
enne Indians. There can be no 
answer since there can be no 
rebuttal from the vanquished 
white side. 
Although the Indian was vic­ 
torious at Little Big Horn, this 
battle marked the end to major 
Indian resistance to the west­ 
ward migration. 
While preparing for battle, 
Sitting Bull, the Sioux medicine 
man, reportedly told his people, 
"L et us all gather for the last 
big fight." 
Some 
historians 
attribute 
C uster's reckless behavior at 
the battle to his thirst for glory 
to ease his reprimanded pride. 
Custer had incurred the dis­ 
pleasure 
of 
President UJS. 
Grant by tesifying against Sec­ 
retary of War William W. Belk­ 
nap in an investigation of al­ 
leged graft in handling afteirs 
at Indian agencies. 
Custer, a hero of the Civil 
War, was smarting from this 
rebuke when he rode to the L it­ 
tle Big Horn to lose a battle but 
win a cause. Never again did 
the plains Indians gather in 
great 
force to defend their 
homeland. 
It was C uster's 'flast stand*’ 
and that of the Indians, too.

THE DODD HEARINGS 
The Senate’s Select Committee on Standards 
and Conduct began closed hearings on allega­ 
tions of misconduct by Sen. Thomas J. Dodd 
(D Conn.) on Monday (June 20). 
IF THE I . S. SENATE 
had a pet quotation 
from George Herbert, it no doubt would be 
“Whose house is of glass, must not throw 
stones at another.” Questioning the ethics of 
a fellow member of the world’s most exclusive 
club simply never never happens. Well, harldy 
ever. 
Since 1862 only 11 senators, starting with 
James F. Simmons (Whig R. I.), have been 
investigated, censured, or formally criticized 
by their peers for alleged misconduct in office. 
Sen. Thomas J. Dodd (D Conn.) has made it an 
even dozen. 
The charges against Dodd are contained in 
more than 30 newspaper columns, dating from 
last January, written by Drew Pearson and his 
associate, Jack Anderson. In brief, Pearson 
and Anderson contend that Dodd (1) 
tax-free campaign contributions to 
personal account, and (2) sought to 
the private interests of Julius Klein, 
relations man employed, at $150,000 a year, 
by a group of West German industrialists, 
bankers, and government officials. 
THE SENATE Select Committee on Standards 
and Conduct, which will conduct the Dodd investi­ 
gation, was created in 1964 after the celebrated 
probe of Robert G. (Bobby) Baker, former 
secretary to the Senate majority. It took a year 
to find six senators willing to serve on the 
committee. And the panel still still hasn’t 
formulated any standards against which to 
judge Dodd or anyone else. 
The question of what constitutes abuse of 
campaign funds lies in the murkiest gray area 
of political morality. Four Dodd fund-raising 
functions, held between 1961 and 1965, are at 
issue. Most persons who attended one or more of 
them, including President Johnson, assumed that 
the purpose was to raise money to meet political 
expenses. But Dodd says the functions were testi­ 
monial dinners, hence the proceeds amounted to 
no-strings-attached gift income. 
The distinction is important. Campaign con­ 
tributions used for personal expenses are tax­ 
able. Gifts are not. 
Dodd would be in the clear today if the disputed 
dinners had been clearly labeled in advance as 
testimonials. 
However, countless politician^ 
have found that the cardinal difference between 
a campaign dinner and a testimonial is in the 
amount of money collected. Many contributors, 
it seems, don’t mind shelling out for an election 
campaign but hesitate to give a politician an 
outright gift. 
i 
THE DODD CONTROVERSY will have a happy 
ending if it leads to reform of federal laws 
governing campaign contributions. 
Existing 
statutes, 
President Johnson concedes, have 
failed. “They are more loophole than law. They 
invite evasion and circumvention.” 
Accordingly, 
the President has 
proposed 
legislation to close some of the more gaping 
loopholes. 
Contributions of up to $100 to any 
candidate or to any committee supporting can­ 
didates in federal, state, or local elections 
would be tax deductible. 
At the same time, members of Congress would 
be required to file annual public reports listing 
all gifts in excess of $100 and all income received 
by them and their immediate families from non­ 
governmental 
sources. 
In view of Dodd’s 
troubles, Congress may agree to these pro­ 
posals.

GETTING READY FOR MEDICARE 
President Johnson met with 200 physicians and 
hospital administrators from all 50 states at 
the White House on Wednesday (June 15) to 
discuss the medicare program. 
HOPES ARE HIGH and fingers are crossed 
as the July 1 debut of medicare approaches. 
Addressing the National Council of Senior Citi­ 
zens in the White House Rose Garden, June 
3, President Johnson chided “the few of little 
faith” and predicted that, “Together, we will 
make this program work.” 
All the same, the President is taking no 
chances. Wednesday’s White House conference 
of medical care leaders discussed every prob­ 
lem and took every possible step “to make 
sure that the reality of medicare matches the 
hopes of the last 20 years (that is, since govern­ 
ment health insurance was first proposed in 
Congress).” 
Meanwhile, the American Medical Association 
has scheduled a day-long medicare seminar 
in Chicago on June 25, the day before the annual 
A. M. A. convention opens. The purpose is to 
examine the final medicare regulations, which 
the Social Security Administration expects to 
have ready by then. 
MEDICARE actually is a dual program con­ 
sisting 
of compulsory hospital 
insurance, 
financed from the proceeds of a special payroll 
tax, and voluntary medical insurance. Under the 
compulsory program, persons aged 65 years 
or older need pay only the first $40 of the cost 
of 60 days of hospitalization. The government 


pays the remainder. Moreover, the government 
will meet all costs in excess of $10 a day for 
an additional 30 days of hospital care. 
The premium for voluntary medical insurrnce 
—the first notices have just been mailed out— 
amounts at present to only $3 a month. Coverage 
includes government payment of 80 per cent 
of “reasonable charges” (after the first $50) 
for medical services. These includes doctors’ 
and surgeons’ services in the patient’s home, 
at the doctor’s office, or in a clinic or hospital, 
100 home 
health visits, and various other 
benefits. 
A ROCKY START for medicare is probable. 
In a special report to President Johnson, the 
Department of Health, Education and Welfare 
estimated that at least 1,000 of the country’s 
8,000 hospitals would fail to meet either the 
program’s civil rights standards or its quality 
standards. Around 6,900 hospitals have agreed 
not to refuse admission to patients on account 
of their race or color. Most of those which have 
declined to do so to date are in the South. 
Taking a longer view, the National Disease 
and Therapeutic Index predicts that the impact 
of medicare will be small in relation to the 
normal annual growth of private patient visits. 
Such visits increased by 35 per cent between 
1960 and 1965, or four times faster than the popu­ 
lation grew in the same period. 
“If the relationship between population growth 
and patient visit volume continues,” N. D. T. I. 
stated in a recent study, by 1970 we would expect 
— even if medicare were not available — a total 
private visit volume of 1.71 billion, compared to 
the current estimate of 1.31 billion.” 
Medicare benefits would add only about 60 
million visits to the projected 1970 total. 
Thus, if it comes to pass, would seem to be a 
manageable burden for the medical profession.

are a stimulant; bar­ 
biturates a 
depressant. 
Both 
are of 
great value 
to many 
patients 
when used under the 
direction 
of a physician. But 
both, 
also, 
have 
been boot­ 
legged 
in great quantities, 
have been widely abused, and 
have produced a public health 
and safety problem. When im ­ 
properly 
used, 
these 
drugs 
can produce 
such dangers as 
lo ss 
of 
emotional 
control, 
abnormal behavior, hyperten­ 
sion, and hallucinations. 


It 
is 
significant 
that both 
the American 
Medical 
As­ 
sociation and the 
drug 
in­ 
dustry, 
as represented by the 
head 
of the Pharmaceutical 
Manufacturers 
Association, 
have 
endorsed 
the measure, 
while 
proposing certain rea­ 
sonable 
modifications. These, 
in substance, 
would 
simply 
clarify 
the language 
of the 
pending 
bill so that the con­ 
trols would 
be placed upon 
drugs which 
actually are be­ 
ing abused and which truly con­ 
stitute a public health problem. 
Drug regulation is a 
com ­ 
plex task. The need is to pro­ 
vide 
necessary 
protections 
without 
going to 
extrem es 
that 
will 
discourage 
re­ 
search, 
inflate 
production 
costs - - as 
happens 
when 
vast 
quantities of paper work 
are demanded of producers — 
and prevent 
the marketing of 
drugs which may be of inesti­ 
mable 
benefit 
to the ill. But 
the drug 
industry, 
and the 
medical profession, 
can be 
trusted 
to support 
proper 
legislation when abuses exist, 
as in the current case of the 
amphetamines 
and barbitur­ 
ates.

REPEAL RIGHT TO WORK0 
In his State of the Union mes­ 
sage, President Johnson offered 
a curious reason for reeom- 
men 1i lg repeal of the right-to- 
work law, 
known as Section 
14-B of the Taft-Hartley Act. 
This section, now the subject 
of a nationwide drive by the 
AFL-CIO, preserves the right 
of an individual o earn a living 
at his trade without being forced 
to join a union — in any state 
which passes appropriate legis­ 
lation. The President recom­ 
mended abolishing this right, 
saying “ I . . . do so hoping 
to reduce the conflicts that for 
several 
years have divided 
Americans in various states of 
the Union." 
Abolishing the last remnant of 
freedom for workers is indeed 
a strange way to “ reduce con­ 
flicts." The price for this kind 
of national conformity comes

Lyndon Johnson, when he was 
a Representative in Congress in 
1947, voted for Section 14-B 
which provides for right 
to 
work. As late as 1960 he en­ 
dorsed 
the Texas platform 
which praised the right-to-work 
law as essential for a truly 
free society. In that year he 
ran for re-election to the Sen­ 
ate from Texas while his name 
was on the ballot for President, 
too. 
A surprisingly large number 
of rank-and-file labor union 
members secretly favor right- 
to-work laws although they do 
not dare to express their views 
publicly. 
Former Gov. Harold W. Hand­ 
ley of Indiana, a state which has 
prospered 
under the right-to- 
work law, but whose legislators 
(elected 
in last November's 
Democratic landslide) saw fit 
to repeal it, spelled out one 
virtue. 
He said; “ The right-to-work 
law has the approval of thou­ 
sands of union members who 
maintain that it makes the union 
leaders more responsible to the 
wishes of the membership and is 
a weapon by which corruption 
and racketeering can be curbed 
by the members them selves. 
. . . It simply reaffirms and 
strengthens 
the 
traditional 
position of that pioneer in union­ 
ism, Samuel •Gompers, that to 
be effective, union membership 
must be voluntary." 
Thus voluntary unionism be­ 
comes a weapon in the hands 
of the workers them selves who 
are members of unions. Com­ 
pulsory unionism is a way of 
increasing the power of 
self- 
petuating union officials to em­ 
ploy iron-fisted control over 
workers who are forced into 
unions by government coercion. 


Support for Section 14-B and 
right-to-work laws is based on 
the sound principle of legally 
guaranteeing basic 
freedoms 
for the individual. The Consti­ 
tution provides for these free­ 
doms in the first 10 Amend­ 
ments — Freedom of Speech, 
Freedom of the P ress, Free­ 
dom of Assembly, etc. The 
most elementary of all free­ 
doms (they are called Civil 
Rights) is freedom to make a 
living without paying tribute to 
any organization. 
It is shocking that some of the 
best known defenders of civil 
rights look the other way when 
defense of right-to-work laws 
is mentioned. 
The 
question 
arises whether these people are 
more interested in their econ­ 
omic 
objectives and reforms 
than they are in civil liber­ 
ties, If so, their organizations 
are falsely labeled. 
Opposition 
to right-to-work 
com es, naturally enough, from 
leaders of American labor un­ 
ions by government fiat. One 
reason is that unions have lost 
ground in the last few years. 
The 
high-water 
mark for 
unionism was 1956, when unions 
had nearly 17.5 million mem­ 
bers. In 1962 (latest year for 
official figures) 
membership 
had declined to 16.6 million. 
This loss occurred in the face 
of an increase in the civilian 
work forces of over four mil­ 
lion. 
Opposition to 14-B also comes 
from som ewoll-m oani 
people 
on theoretical grounds. They 
twist the freedom argument in 
curious fashion in order to 
oppose right-to-work. They say 
that the right-to-work law is 
an “ unwarranted intrusion by 
the state in the dealings of 
employers and em ployees. 
If these two parties agree 
that the work force in a plant 
should be composed exclusively 
of union members the state 
has no business to interfere, 
they assert. The obvious flaw 
in that argument is that the 
state had already interfered 
with freedoms when it decreed 
that no man can work at his 
trade unless he pays tribute 
to a union. Section 14-B merely 
seeks to negate this restriction 
on freedom. 
The 
right-to-work 
law in­ 
creases the area of freedom 
for workers and should be sup­ 
ported by those idealists who 
want to extend individual free­ 
dom, as it certainly is, then no 
restrictions on workers' free­ 
dom would be nationwide. 
One other point. If the right 
to earn a living is a basic free­ 
dom, as it certainly is, then no 
two parties should be 
legally 
empowered to make an agree­ 
ment which deprives any citi­ 
zen of that right. 
Can anyone make a contract 
to deprive you of the right 
of free speech, 
or free as­ 
sembly or free worship? Of 
course not. 
Twisting the freedom argu­ 
ment in such a way as to justify 
depriving 
workers 
in many 
states of their present freedom 
is thoroughly illogical.

Gus Hall, official 
head of the Communist Party, 
said “ his piece," but without 
exception the spokesmen of the 
New Left, by statement and 
attitude, censured Gus Hall as 
lacking style and purpose; and 
what Gus Hall had to say for 
him self seemed mild compared 
with the statements of advocates 
of the New Left movements, 
som e of which have not yet a s­ 
sumed titles for their philoso­ 
phy. The 
New Left 
stressed 
their newness and are com ­ 
mitted to hanging our system of 
government 
immediatley, 
by 
demonstrations and propaganda 
if possible, force and violence 
if necessary. 
The extreme and dangerous 
right presented in the interview 
appeared to have no intention of 
overthrowing the government by 
force and violence or otherwise.

The spokesman for the 
Ku Klux Klan said his organi­ 
zation was growing in numbers, 
but, Inasmuch as the Klan ad­ 
vocates violence it may be as 
far left as any of the “ pet 
leftists."

Rep. Harold Cooley, D-N. C„ 
chairman of the agricultural 
committee, which wrote a sugar 
bill based on lobbying fees and 
personal friendship, 
thereby 
adding $700 million annually 
to the housewives' budget. 
These are some of the things 
the new God Day should remedy.

CIGARETTE MONEY TALK 
Right now in North Carolina 
there’s an illustration of the 
inequities of the 
present pri­ 
mary system which places the 
emphasis on money, not merit. 
In North Carolina's fifth dis­ 
trict, the son of a Greek im­ 
migrant is running against the 
grandson of R, J. Reynolds, 
founder of the Reynolds Tobacco 
fortune. Nick Galifianakis, the 
Greek-American, took his cit- 
izonship seriously, became a 
member of the North Carolina 
legislature, came out as the top 
candidate in a field of four in 
the 
present Democratic pri­ 
mary. 
But in the run off, money talks, 
and the man who came in second, 
Smith Bagley, has the tobacco 
m illions to spend. In one Negro 
section of Winston-Salem, Bag­ 
ley had 35 cars hauling voters 
to the polls, is reported to have 
paid drivers $150 a day. 
The son of a Greek immigrant 
can't possibly match this. 
“ They tried to pay me, said 
Mrs. Mary Sloan Jones, a Negro 
working for William z. Wood, 
one of the losing candidates. 
“ They had lots of money. Lots 
of money. Everywhere you go 
there's signs pasted up on the 
billboards." 
Bagley's money was appare.it 
elsewhere. Members of the Wa­ 
chovia Bank, dominated by the 
powerful Reynolds and Hanes 
fam ilies, 
have been active. 
Early in the campaign, Harold 
Thomerson, administrative as­ 
sistant to retiring Rep. Ralph 
Scott, and candidate to succeed 
him, was offered “ a bundle of 


money and a new home" if he 
would retire from the race in 
favor of Bagley. Thomerson's 
reply was, “ Forget it." 
After Thomerson lost in the 
first primary, he let it be known 
to political leaders that he would 
support Galifianakis in the sec­

primary. 
But before he 
could make an announcement, 
his boss, Rep. Scott, told him to 
stay out.

The Negro vote will 
dec Ida the election, and a large 
portion of it is reported to be 
lining up, not for the minority 
Greek-American candidate, but 
where the big money is.

INDEPENDENCE, Kan. (AP) 
— With a collection of grind­ 
stones unmatched by any an­ 
tique dealer in this area, Tom 
Wininger, retired Independence 
businessman, can boast of being 
the sharpest man in southeast 
Kansas. 
The foot powered machines, 
most of which date to before the 
turn of the century, have been 
restored completely by Winin­ 
ger. He put in long hours clean- 
ing them up, replacing missing 
parts and making them usable. 
Winlnger’s interest in grind­ 
stones developed eight years 
ago when he visited the farm of 
an elderly uncle near Chanute, 
Kan. 
“ I asked him if he knew' 
where I could pick up an old 
grindstone that you pedal with 
your feet. He took me down 
through the barnyard and there 
lay what was left of a grind­ 
stone, buried under weeds and 
grass. 
“ Next day, we dug it out and 
hauled it home. It wras rusted, 
two or three pieces gone, and 
boy was it muddy I” 
Being used to servicing ma­ 
chines in his cleaning shop, 
Wininger fitted in the missing 
parts, added new bearings to 
the shaft, assembled it into a 
complete unit and painted it. 
The grindstone was set up in 
front of his place of business 
and soon became a conversa­ 
tion piece for customers and 
visitors. 
“ I’ll bet there were 25people 
a 
month who w'ould drop in, 
mount the seat and work the 
pedals,” he recalled. 
A few years later, Wininger 
sold the firm he operated 4 8 V2 
years and took the grindstone 


home to his back yard. He de­ 
cided it looked lonesome, so 
with more time on his hands, 
he began looking for one or two 
more cast off sickle sharpen­ 
ers. 
“ Ttiere aren’t many left that 
you don’t have to dig out of 
some junk pile—and be on the 
lookout for snakes,” he said. 
“ We soon brought in one from 
Chautauqua County and another 
from Nebraska.” 


As the collection grew, more 
visitors and even tourists came 
to view the large, round sand­ 
stones mounted on iron fram es. 
The remains of at least 20 old 
grinders were required to build 
the nine complete machines he 
has on display. 
“ It took me about 20 to 25 
hours to overhaul each one and 
replace the parts,” Wininger 
said. 
The oldest working grindstone 
in his collection is a machine 
reported to be 97 years old, 
mounted on a wooden frame. 
The stone’s shaft has no bear­ 
ings but is supported on caster­ 
like rollers on each side. It was 
brought from Nebraska by his 
son. 


“ We 
went 
meeting one 
to 
the Grange 
night,” Wininger 
said. “ When we left home, there 
were six machines in the yard. 
We came back and found a 
seventh. Still don’t know where 
it came from, but it is the only 
one with bronze bushings for 
bearings.” 


Like all tools, grindstones 
have to be oiled and kept in 
good running order, and Winin­ 
ger gets some good exercise 
each morning testing them out. 
“ Beats 
pedaling a bicycle 
any day,” he said, hopping on 
one to demonstrate. 


‘Birdman’ Books

Grant Announced

Serving the Council in a liai­ 
son capacity will be a sub­ 
committee to receive projects 
submitted.

“ You can discourage popula­

by

bert, 
state planning officer. 
"But that is ridiculous." 
"How can you tax people for 
migrating 
within 
the United 
States?" asked Walter P. Holl- 
mann, chief of the state’s pop­ 
ulation research. "That would 
be throwm out of the lowest 
court in the land.” 
Tdie crew-cut Hollmann works 
in a windowless office in the 
state library. 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown once 
joked about barricading the bor­ 
ders against migrants but he 
has asked his staff to ready the 
state to make room for millions 
more. Plans must consider ev­ 
erything from sewers to univer­ 
sities. 
Hollmann didn’t argue with 
figures published by Robert C. 
Cook, president of Population 
Reference Bureau, Inc., that 
California's net gain of 1,500 
new residents a day may mean 


1.5 billion people — half the 
world’s current population — in 
100 years.

His reluctance condones 
wrong-doing. 
Leadership 
in 
both p arties is weak, because it 
is consistently attuned to the 
next election, not to what is 
best for the public w elfare. In 
fact, public m orals are low be­ 
cause politics at all levels is 
played at an historic low. The 
one is the 
coadjutor of the 
other. 
Yet, we strut the earth telling 
everybody else to look at us and 
see the democracy in fairest 
flower — and please copy; we'll 
foot the bill. We wonder, 
for 
instance, what Pravda will have 
to say about the 90 West Point 
cadets. 


The time is here for moral re­ 
generation. West Point is just 
one item in the sad chronology. 
The Roman empire fell, not be­ 
cause it was overwhelmed from 
without, but because it decayed 
from within.

For example, a ir munitions 
w ere being consumed in Janu­ 
ary at a rate of $110 million a 
month. McNamara planned to 
support “ much higher” levels- 
not otherw ise defined — this 
spring. 
The

have not been exceeded, officals 
say. 
The United States was using 
ground munitions at a$100-m il- 
lion-a.month rate at the sta rt of 
the 
year. Again, 
McNamara 
projected 
much 
higher con­ 
sumption. Officials say, how­ 
ever, actual useage is 40 per 
cent below the planned levels, 
perhaps reflecting the let up in 
ground operations during recent 
political turbulence. 
Officials also say aircraft 
losses are running lower than 
expected. In recent weeks 15 to 
20 per cent fewer helicopters 
have been downed even though 
more sorties are being flown 
than previously planned. 
Offic ials report McNamara is 
determined to spend what is 
necessary, but no more, for 
maintaining UJ>. military pow­ 
er. 
McNamara frequently tells 
newsmen he does not intend to 
come out of the Viet Nam war 
with a $12-billion surplus of war 
goods as he says resulted from 
Korea. 
To accomplish this, McNa­ 
mara 
acknowledges 
he has 
made an arbitrary assumption 
that for financing purposes the 
war will end in June, 1967. 
If the war ends then— no sur­ 
plus. If it ends before then — 
some surplus. 
But if the war appears likely 
to go beyond then, additional 
funds will have to be requested 
before next June. 
If the war continues beyond 
June 
1967, 
additional funds 
would have to be sought in Jan­ 
uary to maintain an uninter­ 
rupted flow of ammunition and 
aircraft. 
Orders for bombs must be 
placed six months in advance. 
The lead time for aircraft is 
longer, about a year.

Food and Drug Officials of the 
United States, Barnard said that

bureau will attack illegal 
drug 
traffic: 
by r e q u i r ­ 
ing detailed bookkeeping by all 
those who deal in drugs legiti­ 
mately and by strong prosecu­ 
tion of violators, beginning at 
the level of the pushers. 
He said that regulation of 
drugs in retail drug stores will 
be handled by state enforce­ 
ment authorities, 
except 
in 
cases where a local druggist ap­ 
pears to be involved in wide­ 
spread 
interstate traffic 
of 
wholesale 
quantities of con­ 
trolled 
or 
other 
dangerous 
drugs. 
But regulation of underworld 
traffic In drugs will be referred 
to and handled by the Bureau 
of Drug Abuse Control. 
“ The state agencies involved 
and the bureau will keep each 
other closely advised regarding 
c a s e s under investigation,

“ In 100 years of free compul­ 
sory education we have never 
prepared most children to be 
readers and thinkers,” Leven­ 
son says without his fam iliar 
beaming sm ile. “ We havelaida 
big fat egg in turning out mil­ 
lions of kids who Just want to be ¡ 
am used.” 
Levenson believes that it is 
essential for the public schools 
to “ teach kids to watch televi­ 
sion.” 
“ Why don't all the schools 
supply the students with ’pre­ 
ferred 
viewing 
lists?” ’ 
he 
asked. “ Television supplies its 
own teachers for the children — 
the ones who want them to buy 


something. And, to me, the sad 
truth Is that the schools, which 
have something exciting to sell, 
don’t know how to do it as well 
as television does. * 
Levenson, surprisingly, does 
not worry about violence. 
“ I don’t think TV breeds vio­ 
lence,” he continued with con­ 
siderable fire. “I think it breeds 
passivity. When kids see real 
violence, it seems like some­ 
thing they've seen on a TV 
screen, and instead of reacting 
to it they just watch quietly and 
wait for the commercial, know­ 
ing that it will turn out all right 
in the end with the good guys 
winning.” 
The evil in television, as Lev­ 
enson sees it, is that practical, 
ly the sole motivation in viewing 
is amusement. 
“Does the industry-commer­ 
cial television—have a right 
only to amuse?” he asked. 

But on the 
other hand, I as a father, have 
the right to refuse to let them 
educate my children.” 
Levenson may be disturbed 
by TV’s incidental role in chil- 


drwi's education, but the record 
Indicates that the past of el­ 
ementary school children has 
grown more sophisticated over 
a 15 year period.

crimp in company recruiting of 
June college graduates. 
An Associated Press survey of 
company officials and college 
placement directors found that 
the draft, the rush to graduate 
schools and the boom in jobs 
left recruiters far short of the 
men they needed. 
“ This has been one of the 
toughest years in recent history 
from 
the employer's stand­ 
point,” said Bill Herman, VS. 
Steel Corp. college relations 
director in Pittsburgh. 
Lewis Guthrie, International 
Business 
Machines 
district 
manager in Miami, said: 
“ There is a large increase in 
the number of boys who are 
going to graduate school to es­ 
cape the war in Viet Nam. They 
are very frank about it.” 
Guthrie said it had cut the 
number of graduates available 
at a time when the competition 
between firms for new men was 
getting stiffer anyway. 
“ There were only about 30,000 
undergraduate engineering de­ 
grees awarded this year, a 
figure that hasn’t changed in 
recent 
years,” said Robert 
Becker, manager of profession­ 
al employment at the Aluminum 
Company of America, Pitts­ 
burgh. “ There are fewer people 
available for more jobs.” 
Peter Frederickson, Boston 
University placement 
counse­ 
lor said: “ I have a drawer full 
•of unfilled requests, and I un­ 
derstand the same situation pre­ 
vails to practically all colleges 
in the country. There are more 
jobs than qualified youngsters.” 
“I don’t know of any company 
able to obtain its quota of new 
men,” a spokesman for Carne­ 
gie Tech in Pittsburgh said. 
One reason: industry recruit­ 
ers 
must compete with the 
Peace Corps and VISTA, as well 
as the military, said Mrs.Nansi 
Corson of the University of Cali­ 
fornia at Berkeley. 
Some colleges suggested stu­ 
dents 
were 
offering a cold 
shoulder to business because 
their youthful idealism makes 
the Peace Corps more attrac­ 
tive. 
California, the University of 
California at Los Angeles and 
Cleveland State University re­ 
ported that, with the short sup­ 
ply of men graduates, compa­ 
nies were showing increased 
interest in women. 
Salaries 
offered 
generally 
were up 4 to 10 per cent over 
1965. 
The college placement council 
in Bethlehem, Pa., reported the 
national average monthly sala-

was $677, up from $673 last 
year. 
Boston University reported 
engineering graduates were of­ 
fered from $6,500 to $9,500 a 
year,

graduates 
about $6,200, and journalism 
$3.900 to $8,000- - and more. 
“Grads are not asking for 
more, but the companies are 
more competitive,” said J. Wil­ 
liam Paquette of Drake Univer­ 
sity, Des Moines, Iowa. 
Companies reported students 
were less interested in fringe 
benefits. 
Raytheon 
Co., 
Lexington, 
Mass., said only one boy asked 
about a profit-sharing plan, and 
that graduates generally give 
only 
minor consideration to 
fringe benefits. 
“ Fringe benefits are of little 
concern to grads at this stage of 
life, but companies have to 
promise 
the 
location 
they 
want,” 
reported 
California 
State College at Los Angeles. 
“ Our students won't 
leave 
California, and usually not even 
Southern California.” 
But at Georgia State College, 
Ben 
Upchurch, 
placement 
director, said: “ Each year the 
students are becoming more 
mobile. We have a number of 
students working in the East 
now. Relocation is no longer a 
problem.” 
Many companies, as a result, 
stress the locations of their 
plants In the tons of recruiting 
booklets — and advertising — 
they distribute. 
A spokesman for Republic 
Steel Corp. in Cleveland said the 
company found many graduates 
holding out for jobs that would 
give them security from imme­ 
diate military service — which 
Republic doesn't have.

St. Louis County Needs Bond 
Issue 
to Rescue Park Space 
for Future, Speaker Says 
From an Address 
By LEO A. DREY 
Leo A. Drey, president of the 
Open Space Council for the St. 
Louis Region, was a speaker 
in the Washington Universtiy 
Public Interest Series. 
In Los Angeles, they tell a 
story about their Chamber of 
Commerce. It seems the Cham­ 
b er was worried because fewer 
and fewer people were coming in 
to visit the downtown area. They 
puzzled over the situation and 
finally concluded that people 
from outlying areas were not 
coming downtown because they 
knew all they had to do was to 
wait for a few years, and down­ 
town would come to them. 
Hugo Fischer, Administrator 
of the Resource Agency of Cali­ 
fornia, has made some observa­ 
tions I want to quote because 
we face, in Missouri, the same 
so rt of uncontrolled, cancerous 
growth for which California is 
noted. Mr. 
Fischer 
says of 
California, and he could have 
been 
talking about Missouri, 
that we "had an extraordinary 
opportunity as late as 25 years 
ago to maintain at very little 
cost, and even to enhance, one 
of the most beautiful and com­ 
fortable environments on earth. 
But in our rush to grow and 
compete and prosper we failed 
to look ahead to the end product. 
Everything had to make short­ 
term economic sense and be 
totally useful to our totally ob­ 
sessive growth.** 
It has been estimated that the 
population of the St. Louis area 
will reach 4,000,000 by the year 
2000, of whom about 3,000,000 
will be on the Missouri side of 
the Mississippi. 
If we do not supplement our 
present parks, we shall have, 
for our anticipated 3,000,000 
population, not quite four and 
one-half acres per thousand 
people. Contrast this with the 
25 acres per thousand which 
has been advanced by the Na­ 
tional Recreation Association 
as a proper minimum for rec­ 
reation land. 
Do you think this standard is 
im practical? 
Let me tell you 
about Paris, a truly great city, 
loved by all who visit her. If 
her visitors find her so pleas­ 
ant and so beautiful, perhaps the 
reason is that there are, in the 
city and its immediate vicinity, 
385.000 acres of park lands. 
We cannot be satisfied with'just 
14.000 acres of parks and woods 
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where Paris, for a little larger 
population, has 385,000. 
"Woe unto them that Join house 
to house, that lay field to field, 
till there be no place, that they 
may 
be 
placed alone in the 
midst of the earth.»* So spoke 
Isaiah many years ago, and our 
St. Louis, the gateway to the 
west, to the green horizons 
and wide open spaces which 
were the heritage of the pioneer, 
is gateway to a frontier that 
has vanished. 
Henry David Thoreau, a far­ 
sighted man, wrote in his Jour­ 
nal that; “ It would be worth­ 
while if in each town there were 
a committee appointed to see 
that the beauty of the town re ­ 
ceived no detriment.»* An o r­ 
ganization called "Landmarks, 
Inc.**, has been formed here to 
protect great buildings of our 
past. And more recently some 
concerned citizens have formed 
"The Open Space Council for 
the St. Luois Region»* to pre­ 
serve open space and parks for 
our future. 
Let me tell you about the Coun­ 
cil. We are zealots, but not 
blind, I trust, to reality. We rec­ 
ognize that natural values can- 
not be, and should not be over­ 
looked, we contend, in the deci­ 
sion-making precess. We do not 
seek non-development, but are 
deeply concerned with the char­ 
acter of the development that is 
to occur. 
We are facing an Immediate 
challenge. Along the rivers and 
in our rough hills we still have 
left to us some bits and pieces 
of wild land, land which can 
please and pacify, instruct and 
in spire. 
To protect this land and make it 
available for our use, 
the St. 
Louis County Planning Com­ 
mission has submitted to the 
County Council, just a few weeks 
ago, a proposal for 24 major 
county parks of 6000 acres and 
three regional parks of 45,000 
acres. Included are the last 
sizable sites in St. Louis coun­ 
ty which are suitable for parks. 
They are menaced by encroach­ 
ing development; two may al­ 
ready be lost. 
The three regional parks are of 
more than local significance, so 
the state and federal govern­ 
ments may be solicited to as­ 
sume responsibility for their 
protection. The 
complete fee 
simple title need not be ob­ 
tained in many instances, but 
only certain of the property 
rights that comprise the fee 
simple 
bundle. 
Agricultural 
lands might be kept open, farm s

right to put the land to more 
intensive usage, as by buying 
his right to subdivide it. 
Then, by not exercising the ac­ 
quired rights of development, 
land could be kept open, pro­ 
ducing food while yielding the 
kind of 
natural secenery — 
creeks, forests and meadows— 
which is just as desirable as 
manicured park land. 
The 24 major county parks 
must remain a local responsi­ 
bility, and land not freely given 
must be bought. The estimated 
acquisition cost of these parks 
is $25,000,000, to which must 
be added at least $5,000,000, 
for development. We have been 
told that federal matching funds 
may be available for half of 
this sum, or $15,000,000. To 
avoid letting such a grant slip 
through our fingers into other 
eager hands, the county may 
have to raise at least half the 
sum, perhaps partially through 
private generosity but mainly 
by means of a bond issue. 
If we want parks, we will have 
to pay for them. Such a 
bond 
issue should cost the average 
family in St. Louis county well 
under a penny a day . . .less 
than a penny a day for parks to 
give lasting pleasure. A park 
close to each of us, places where 
children 
may 
wander 
and 
wonder. 
And 
tree-bordered 
streams with fishing, camping, 
picnicking, swimming, scenic 
views - with all the pleasant 
stimulation our lovely Ozark 
countryside can provide to make 
St. Louis an even more de­ 
lightful place in which to live. 
But open space preservation is 
indeed a closing opportunity. If 
we are to protect as parks the 


last appropriate sites in our 
metropolitan area, we must act 
Immediately. This land, once 
lost, can never be replaced — 
and the quality of our future de­ 
pends on what we do with our 
land today. 
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A mutual love of poetry and a 
mutual friend brought me and 
the lady together.

I wanted to find out what made 
them the kind of people they 
were. What little I had heard 
about . Catholicism 
certainly 
would not have helped anyone 
through anything. Instructions 
would place me under absolute­ 
ly no obligation: I made certain 
of that. The daughter took me 
to them. 
Thinking back, I 
T Tired ^ ^ o w h e ight 
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wonder how many times I had 
said I could never become a 
Catholic. 
Four months after my first re­ 
treat, I became one.

Hampton police said two per­ 
sons -- a mother and her In­ 
fant son — died and 40 were 
Injured. Eleven remained hos­ 
pitalized today. 
Police Chief L. H. Nicholson 
said “ we have gone through all 
the destroyed 
and damaged 
houses and found no additional 
bodies. I don’t believe we will 
find any more. We have no re ­ 
ports of missing persons.” 
Nicholson said **tt is * miracle 
that the death toll was so low.” 
The low death toll was all the 
more remarkable In view of the 
fact the plane crashed when 
“ the majority of the people In 
the area were at home,” the 
chief said. 
Ten of the modest, two-bed­ 
room homes were demolished 
and IT others d a m .i/e . ! to some 
degree In the housing develop­ 
ment near Buckroe Beach, a 
Chesapeake Bay resort town. 
The tw o-seater A6 Intruder 
light bomber plowed Into the 
development at 8:57 Monday. 
Seconds earlier, it had col­ 
lided at 400 m iles an hour with 
another Intruder at 2,000 feet. 
The other plane fell into the 
Chesapeake. 
AU of the four Martnesaboord 
the two aircraft ejected safely 
and landed near the second 
bomber in Chesapeake Hay off 
Norfolk. Three were picked up 
by a Coast Guard helicopter, the 
fourth by a private tout. 
The crash occurred not tor 
from the sprawling Fordham 
shopping center and the homes 
of many Air Force and Army 
men from nearby Langley Air 
Force Base and Ft. Monroe. 
Witnesses said the aircraft 
came down at a45-dsgrseangle 
Just off Sergeant street, where 
its engine burled Itself in a deep 
crater.

Crow Indians to Reenact 
Battle of Little Big Horn

CROW AGENCY, Mont. (AP; 
—It was 90 years ago this weel 
that 
the 
most 
famous 
anc 
talked-about battle between In­ 
dians and the UJS. Army was 
fought in the valley of the Little 
Big Horn River In southern 
Montana. 
Now the nation sends space­ 
craft to the planets, but the 
years have seen little change 
for 
the green, rolling hills 
where Gen. George Armstrong 
Custer 
and 
his entire force 
of 262 men were annihilated 
June 25, 1876. 
Oily a cavalry officer's horse, 
Commanche, survived the mas­ 
sacre. 
The site of the battle now is 
the Custer Battlefield National 
Monument. Atop the rolling hills 
is a national cemetery, where 
C uster's men lie beside victims 
of other w ars. 
The Crow indian tribe will re­ 
enact the great battle Ina week­ 
end ceremony beginning Satur­ 
day. They will portray it from 
the Indians' point of view. The 
setting is about a mile from the 
actual battle site. Tile colorfully 
garbed Crow will ride into ac­ 
tion against blue-clad cavalry. 
They will portray the last 
great gathering of Indian war­ 
riors, 
determined to defend 
their 
homes 
and 
hunting 
grounds against the invading 
white man. 
The museum on the battle­ 
field, with its relics of the fight, 
and the small white m arkers 


which show where each man 
fell, fail to tell the total story of 
C uster's last stand. It may nev­ 
er be told completely. 
Historians still argue about 
why Custer divided his com­ 
mand into three detachments 
and found only his segment bat­ 
tling some 5,000 Sioux and Chey­ 
enne Indians. There can be no 
answer since there can be no 
rebuttal from the vanquished 
white side. 
Although the Indian was vic­ 
torious at Little Big Horn, this 
battle marked the end to major 
Indian resistance to the west­ 
ward migration. 
While preparing for battle, 
Sitting Bull, the Sioux medicine 
man, reportedly told his people, 
"L et us all gather for the last 
big fight.” 
Some 
historians 
attribute 
C uster's reckless behavior at 
the battle to his thirst for glory 
to ease his reprimanded pride. 
Custer had Incurred the dis­ 
pleasure 
of 
President UJS. 
Grant by tesifytng against Sec­ 
retary of War William W .Belk­ 
nap in an investigation of al­ 
taite! ( n i l to luuitflliif Affairs 
at Indian agencies. 
Custer, a hero of the Civil 
War, was smarting from this 
rebuke when he rode to the L it­ 
tle Big Horn to lose a battle but 
win a cause. Never again did 
the plains indians gather in 
great 
force to defend their 
homeland. 
It was Custer’s “ last stand” 
and that of the Indians, too.

Atop the rolling hills 
is a national cemetery, where 
C uster's men lie beside victims 
of other wars. 
The Crow Indian tribe will re­ 
enact the great battle in a week­ 
end ceremony beginning Satur­ 
day. They will portray it from 
the Indians' point of view. The 
setting is about a mile from the 
actual battle site. The colorfully 
garbed Crow will ride into ac­ 
tion against blue-clad cavalry. 
They will portray the last 
great gathering of Indian war­ 
rio rs, 
determined to defend 
their 
homes 
and 
hunting 
grounds against the invading 
white man. 
The museum on the battle­ 
field, with its relics of the fight, 
and the small white m arkers 


which show where each man 
fell, fail to tell the total story of 
C uster's last stand. It may nev­ 
er be told completely. 
Historians still argue about 
why Custer divided his com­ 
mand into three detachments 
and found only his segment bat­ 
tling some 5,000 SiouxandChey- 
enne Indians. There can be no 
answer since there can be no 
rebuttal from the vanquished 
white side. 
Although the Indian was vic­ 
torious at Little Big Horn, this 
battle marked the end to major 
Indian resistance to the west- 
ward migration. 
While preparing for battle, 
Sitting Bull, the Sioux medicine 
man, reportedly told his people, 
"L et us all gather for the last 
big fight.” 
Some 
historians 
attribute 
C uster's reckless behavior at 
the battle to his thirst for glory 
to ease his reprimanded pride. 
Custer had incurred the dis­ 
pleasure 
of 
President UJS. 
Grant by tesifying against Sec­ 
retary of War William W.Belk- 
nap in an investigation of al­ 
leged graft in handling affairs 
at Indian agencies. 
Custer, a hero of the Civil 
War, was smarting from this 
rebuke when he rode to the L it­ 
tle Big Horn to lose a battle but 
win a cause. Never again did 
the plains Indians gather in 
great 
force to defend their 
homeland. 
It was C uster's "last stand” 
and that of the Indians, too.

THE DODD HEARINGS 
The Senate's Select Committee on Standards 
and Conduct began closed hearings on allega­ 
tions of misconduct by Sen. Thomas J. Dodd 
(D Conn.) on Monday (June 20). 
IF THE ti, S. SENATE 
had a pet quotation 
from George Herbert, it no doubt would be 
“ Whose house is of glass, must not throw 
stones at another.” Questioning the ethics of 
a fellow member of the world’s most exclusive 
club simply never never happens. Well, harldy 
ever. 
Since 1862 only ll senators, starting with 
James F. Simmons (Whig R. I.), have been 
investigated, censured, or formally criticized 
by their peers for alleged misconduct in office. 
Sen. Thomas J. Dodd (D Conn.) has made it an 
even dozen. 
The charges against Dodd are contained in 
more than 30 newspaper columns, dating from 
last January, written by Drew Pearson and his 
associate, Jack Anderson. In brief, Pearson 
and Anderson contend that Dodd (I) diverted 
tax-free campaign contributions to his own 
personal account, and (2) sought to promote 
the private interests of Julius Klein, a public 
relations man employed, at $150,000 a year, 
by a group of West German industrialists, 
bankers, and government officials. 
THE SENATE Select Committee on Standards 
and Conduct, which will conduct the Dodd investi­ 
gation. was created in 1964 after the celebrated 
probe of Robert G. (Bobby) Baker, former 
secretary to the* Senate majority. It took a year 
to find six senators willing to serve on th** 
committee. And the panel still still hasn’t 
formulated any standards against which to 
Judge Dodd or anyone else. 
The question of what constitutes abuse of 
campaign funds lies in the nurkiest gray area 
of political morality. Four Dodd fund-raising 
functions, held between 1961 and 1965, are ut 
issue. Most persons w ho attended one or more of 
them, including President Johnson, assumed that 
the purpose was to raise money to meet political 
expenses. But Dodd says the functions were testi­ 
monial dinners, hence the proceeds amounted to 
no-strings-attached gift income. 
The distinction is important. Campaign con­ 
tributions used for personal expenses are tax­ 
able. Gifts are not. 
Dodd would be in the clear today if the disputed 
dinners had been clearly la b e l e d in advance a.a 
testimonials. 
However, countless politician* 
have found that the cardinal difference between 
a campaign dinner and a testimonial is in the 
amount of money collected. Many contributors, 
it seems, don’t mind shelling out for an election 
campaign but hesitate to give a politician an 
outright gift. 
THE DODD CONTROVERSY will have a happy 
ending if it leads to reform of federal laws 
governing campaign contributions.

statutes. 
President Johnson concedes, have 
failed. “ They are more loophole than law. The> 
invite evasion and circumvention.” 
Accordingly,

legislation to close some of the more gaping 
loopholes. 
Contributions of up to $100 to any 
candidate or to any committee supporting can­ 
didates in federal, state, or local elections 
would be tax deductible.

Taking a longer view, the National Disease 
and Therapeutic Index predicts that the impact 
of medicare will be small in relation to the 
normal annual growth of private patient visits. 
Such visits increased by 35 per cent between 
1960 and 1965, or four times faster than the popu­ 
lation grew in the same period. 
“ If the relationship between population growth 
and patient visit volume continues,” N. D. T. I. 
stated in a recent study, by 1970 we would expect 
-- even if medicare were not available — a total 
private visit volume of 1.71 billion, compared to 
the current estimate of 1.31 billion.” 
Medicare benefits would add only about 60 
million visits to the projected 1970 total. 
Thus, if it comes to pass, would seem to be a 
manageable burden for the medical profession.

GETTING READY FOR MEDICARE 
President Johnson met with 200 physicians and 
hospital administrators from all 50 states at 
the White House on Wednesday (June 15) to 
discuss the medicare program. 
HOPES ARE HIGH and fingers are crossed 
as the July I debut of medicare approaches. 
Addressing the National Council of Senior Citi­ 
zens in the White House Rose Garden, June 
3, President Johnson chided “the few* of little 
faith” and predicted that, “Together, we will 
make this program work.” 
AU the same, the President is taking no 
chances. Wednesday's White House conference 
of medical care leaders discussed every prob­ 
lem and took every possible step “to make 
sure that the reality of medicare matches the 
hopes of the last 20 years (that is, since govern­ 
ment health insurance was first proposed in 
Congress).” 
Meanwhile, the American Medical Association 
has scheduled a day-long medicare seminar 
in Chicago on June 25, the day before the annual 
A. M. A. convention opens. The purpose is to 
examine the final medicare regulations, which 
the Social Security Administration expects to 
have ready by then. 
MEDICARE actually is a dual program con­ 
sisting 
of compulsory hospital 
insurance, 
financed from the proceeds of a special payroll 
tax, and voluntary medical insurance. Under the 
compulsory program, persons aged 65 years 
or older need pay only the first $40 of the cost 
of 60 days of hospitalization.

This section, now the subject 
of a national ie drive by the 
AFL-CIO, preserves Ilk* right 
of an individual a earn a living 
at his trade without being forced 
to join a union — in any state 
which passes appropriate legis­ 
lation. The President recom­ 
mended abolishing this right, 
saying "I . . . <fc> so Imping 
to reduce the conflicts thai for 
several 
years have divided 
Americans In various states of 
the Unian." 
Abolishing the last remnant of 
freedom for workers Is Indeed 
a strange way to "reduce con­ 
flicts." Hie price for this kind 
of national conformity comes 


high. 
Lyndon Johnson, when he was 
a Representative In Congress In 
1947, voted for Section 14-B 
which provides for right 
to 
work. As late as 1960 he en­ 
dorsed 
the Texas platform 
which praised the right-to-work 
law ss essential for a truly 
free society. In that year he 
ran for re-election to the Sen­ 
ate from Texas while hts name 
was on the ballot for President, 
too. 
A surprisingly large number 
of rank-md-file labor union 
members secretly favor righ­ 
to-work laws although they do 
not dare to express their views 
publicly. 
Former Gov. Harold W. Hand­ 
ley of Indiana, a state which has 
protoor*ti uniter the rlght-to- 
work law, but whose legislators 
(elected 
In last November’s 
Democratic landslide) saw fit 
to repeal It, spelled out one 
virtue. 
He said: "The rlght-to-work 
law has the approval of thou­ 
sands of onion member* v‘»» 
mal .lain that It makes the union 
leaders more responsible to the 
wishes ofthe membership and is 
a weapon by which corruption 
and racketeering can be curbed 
by the members themselves. 
. . . It simply reaffirms and 
strengthens 
the 
traditional 
position of that pioneer In union­ 
ism, 
j>m p.rs, that to 
be effective, union membership 
must be voluntary." 
Thus voluntary unionism be­ 
comes a weapon In the hands 
of the workers themselves who 
are members of unions.

The Consti­ 
tution provides tor these free­ 
doms In the first IO Amend­ 
ments — Freedom of Speech, 
Freedom of the Press, Free­ 
dom of Assembly, etc. The 
most elementary of a1) free­ 
doms (they are called Civil 
Rights) is freedom to make a 
living without paying tribute to 
any organization.

question 
irises whether these people ire 
more Interested In their econ­

ties. If so, their organizations 
ire falsely labeled. 
Opposition 
to rlght-to-work 
comes, naturally enough, from 
leaders of American labor un­ 
ions by government flat. One 
reason Is that unions have lost 
ground In the last few years. 
The 
high-water 
mark for 
unionism was 1956, when unions 
had nearly 17.5 million mem­ 
bers. in 1962 (latest year for 
official figures) 
membership 
had declined to 16.6 million. 
This loss occurred In the face 
of an Increase In the civilian 
work forces of over tour mil­ 
lion. 
Opposition to 14-B also comes 
from some w*! I- .n ita l i* f> * on).* 
on theoretical grounds. They 
twist the freedom argument In 
curious fashion In order to 
oppose rlght-to-work. They say 
that the rlght-to-work law Is 
an "unwarranted Intrusion by 
the state In the dealings of 
employers and employees. 
If these two parties agree 
that the work force in a plant 
should tie composed exclusively 
of union members the state 
bas no business to Interfere, 
they assert. The obvious flaw 
In that argument Is that the 
state had already Interfered 
with freedoms when It decrenJ 
that no man can work at his 
trade unless he pays tribute 
to a union. Section 14-B merely 
seeks to negate this restriction 
on freedom. 
TV 
rlght-to-work 
law in­ 
creases the area of freedom 
for workers and should he sup­ 
ported by those Idealists who 
want to extend Individual free­ 
dom, as it certainly Is, then no 
restrictions on workers' free­ 
dom would be nationwide. 
One other point. If tile right 
to earn a living Is t ja»lcfr»*o- 
dom, as it certainly Is, then no 
two parties should be 
legally 
empowered to make an agree­ 
ment which deprives any citi­ 
zen of that right. 
Can anyone make a contract 
to deprive you of the right 
of free speech, 
or free as­ 
sembly or free worship? Of 
course not. 
Twisting the freedom argu­ 
ment In such a way as to justify 
depriving

THE DODD HEARINGS 
The Senate’s Select Committee on Standards 
and Conduct began closed hearings on allega­ 
tions of misconduct by Sen. Thomas J. Dodd 
(D Conn.) on Monday (June 20). 
IF THE T . S. SENATE 
had a pet quotation 
from George Herbert, it no doubt would be 
“ Whose house is of glass, must not throw 
stones at another.” Questioning the ethics of 
a fellow member of the world’s most exclusive 
club simply never never happens. Well, harldy 
ever. 
Since 1862 only 11 senators, starting with 
James F. Simmons (Whig R. I.), have been 
investigated, censured, or formally criticized 
by their peers for alleged misconduct in office. 
Sen. Thomas J. Dodd (D Conn.) has made it an 
even dozen. 
The charges against Dodd are contained in 
more than 30 newspaper columns, dating from 
last January, written by Drew Pearson and his 
associate, Jack Anderson. In brief, Pearson 
and Anderson contend that Dodd (1) 
tax-free campaign contributions to 
personal account, and (2) sought to 
the private interests of Julius Klein, 
relations man employed, at $150,000 a year, 
by a group of West German industrialists, 
bankers, and government officials. 
THE SENATE Select Committee on Standards 
and Conduct, which will conduct the Dodd investi­ 
gation, was created in 1964 after the celebrated 
probe of Robert G. (Bobby) Baker, former 
secretary to the Senate majority. It took a year 
to find six senators willing to serve on the 
committee. And the panel still still hasn’t 
formulated any standards against which to 
judge Dodd or anyone else. 
The question of what constitutes abuse of 
campaign funds lies in the murkiest gray area 
of political morality. Four Dodd fund-raising 
functions, held between 1961 and 1965, are at 
issue. Most persons who attended one or more of 
them, including President Johnson, assumed that 
the purpose was to raise money to meet political 
expenses. But Dodd says the functions were testi­ 
monial dinners, hence the proceeds amounted to 
no-strings-attached gift income. 
The distinction is important. Campaign con­ 
tributions used for personal expenses are tax­ 
able. Gifts are not. 
Dodd would be in the clear today if the disputed 
dinners had been clearly labeled in advance as 
testimonials. 
However, countless politician^ 
have found that the cardinal difference between 
a campaign dinner and a testimonial is in the 
amount of money collected. Many contributors, 
it seems, don’t mind shelling out for an election 
campaign but hesitate to give a politician an 
outright gift. 
< 
THE DODD CONTROVERSY will have a happy 
ending if it leads to reform of federal laws 
governing campaign contributions. 
Existing 
statutes, 
President Johnson concedes, have 
failed. “They are more loophole than law. They 
invite evasion and circumvention.” 
Accordingly, 
the President has 
proposed 
legislation to close some of the more gaping 
loopholes. 
Contributions of up to $100 to any 
candidate or to any committee supporting can­ 
didates in federal, state, or local elections 
would be tax deductible. 
At the same time, members of Congress would 
be required to file annual public reports listing 
all gifts in excess of $100 and all income received 
by them and their immediate families from non­ 
governmental 
sources. 
In view of Dodd’s 
troubles, Congress may agree to these pro­ 
posals.

GETTING READY FOR MEDICARE 
President Johnson met with 200 physicians and 
hospital administrators from all 50 states at 
the White House on Wednesday (June 15) to 
discuss the medicare program. 
HOPES ARE HIGH and fingers are crossed 
as the July 1 debut of medicare approaches. 
Addressing the National Council of Senior Citi­ 
zens in the White House Rose Garden, June 
3, President Johnson chided “ the few of little 
faith” and predicted that, “ Together, we will 
make this program work.” 
All the same, the President is taking no 
chances. Wednesday’s White House conference 
of medical care leaders discussed every prob­ 
lem and took every possible step “ to make 
sure that the reality of medicare matches the 
hopes of the last 20 years (that is, since govern­ 
ment health insurance was first proposed in 
Congress).” 
Meanwhile, the American Medical Association 
has scheduled a day-long medicare seminar 
in Chicago on June 25, the day before the annual 
A. M. A. convention opens. The purpose is to 
examine the final medicare regulations, which 
the Social Security Administration expects to 
have ready by then. 
MEDICARE actually is a dual program con­ 
sisting 
of compulsory hospital 
insurance, 
financed from the proceeds of a special payroll 
tax, and voluntary medical insurance. Under the 
compulsory program, persons aged 65 years 
or older need pay only the first $40 of the cost 
of 60 days of hospitalization. Thn 'Tovrir"mont 


pays the remainder. Moreover, the government 
will meet all costs in excess of $10 a day for 
an additional 30 days of hospital care. 
The premium for voluntary medical insurrnce 
—the first notices have just been mailed out— 
amounts at present to only $3 a month. Coverage 
includes government payment of 80 per cent 
of “ reasonable charges” (after the first $50) 
for medical services. These includes doctors’ 
and surgeons’ services in the patient’s home, 
at the doctor’s office, or in a clinic or hospital, 
100 home 
health visits, and various other 
benefits. 
A ROCKY START for medicare is probable. 
In a special report to President Johnson, the 
Department of Health, Education and Welfare 
estimated that at least 1,000 of the country’s 
8,000 hospitals would fail to meet either the 
program’s civil rights standards or its quality 
standards. Around 6,900 hospitals have agreed 
not to refuse admission to patients on account 
of their race or color. Most of those which have 
declined to do so to date are in the South. 
Taking a longer view, the National Disease 
and Therapeutic Index predicts that the impact 
of medicare will be small in relation to the 
normal annual growth of private patient visits. 
Such visits increased by 35 per cent between 
1960 and 1965, or four times faster than the popu­ 
lation grew in the same period. 
“ If the relationship between population growth 
and patient visit volume continues,” N. D. T. I. 
stated in a recent study, by 1970 we would expect 
-- even if medicare were not available- - a total 
private visit volume of 1.71 billion, compared to 
the current estimate of 1.31 billion.” 
Medicare benefits would add only about 60 
million visits to the projected 1970 total. 
Thus, if it comes to pass, would seem to be a 
manageable burden for the medical profession.

In his State of the Union m es­ 
sage, President Johnson offered

14-B of the Taft-Hartley Act. 
This section, now the subject 
of a nationwide drive by the 
AFL-CIO, preserves the right 
of an individual o earn a living 
at his trade without being forced 
to join a union — in any state 
which p a sses appropriate leg is­ 
lation. The President recom ­ 
mended abolishing this right, 
saying “ I . . . do so hoping 
to reduce the conflicts that for 
several 
years have divided 
A m ericans in various states of 
the Uni an." 
Abolishing the last remnant of 
freedom for workers is indeed 
a strange way to “ reduce con­ 
flicts." The price for this kind

Lyndon Johnson, when he was 
a Representative in C ongress in 
1947, voted for Section 14-B 
which provides for right

work. As late as 1960 he en­ 
dorsed 
the Texas platform 
which praised the right-to-w ork 
law as essential for a truly 
free society. In that year he 
ran for re-election to the Sen­ 
ate from Texas while his name 
was on the ballot for P resident, 
too. 
A surprisingly large number 
of rank-and-file labor union 
m em bers secretly favor right- 
to-work laws although they do 
not dare to express th eir views 
publicly. 
F orm er Gov. Harold W. Hand­ 
ley of Indiana, a state which has 
prospered 
under the right-to- 
work law, but whose legislators 
(elected 
in last N ovem ber's 
Democratic landslide) saw fit 
to repeal it, spelled out one 
virtue. 
He said; “ The right-to-w ork 
law has the approval of thou­ 
sands of union m em bers who 
maintain that it makes the union 
leaders more responsible to the 
wishes of the m em bership and is 
a weapon by which corruption 
and racketeering can be curbed 
by the m em bers them selves. 
. . . It simply reaffirm s and 
strengthens 
the 
traditional 
position of that pioneer in union­ 
ism , Samuel •jum pers, that to 
be effective, union m em bership 
m ust be voluntary." 
Thus voluntary unionism be­ 
com es a weapon in the hands 
of the w orkers them selves who 
are m em bers of unions. Com­ 
pulsory unionism is a way of 
increasing the power of 
self- 
petuating union officials to em ­ 
ploy iron-fisted control over 
w orkers who are forced into 
unions by government coercion. 


Support for Section 14-B and 
right-to-w ork laws is based on 
the sound principle of legally 
guaranteeing basic 
freedom s 
for the individual. The Consti­ 
tution provides for these free­ 
doms in the first 10 Amend­ 
ments — Freedom of Speech, 
Freedom of the P ress, F ree­ 
dom of Assembly, etc. The 
most elem entary of all free­ 
doms (they are called Civil 
Rights) is freedom to make a 
living without paying tribute to 
any organization. 
It is shocking that some of the 
best known defenders of civil 
rights look the other way when 
defense of right-to-w ork laws 
is mentioned. 
The 
question 
arise s whether these people are 
more interested in th eir econ­ 
omic 
objectives and reform s 
than they are in civil liber­ 
ties. If so, th eir organizations 
are falsely labeled. 
Opposition 
to right-to-w ork 
com es, naturally enough, from 
leaders of American labor un­ 
ions by government fiat. One 
reason is that unions have lost 
ground in the last few years. 
The 
high-w ater 
m ark for 
unionism was 1956, when unions 
had nearly 17.5 million mem­ 
b ers. In 1962 (latest year for 
official figures) 
m embership 
had declined to 16.6 million. 
This loss occurred in the face 
of an increase in the civilian 
work forces of over four mil­ 
lion. 
Opposition to 14-B also comes 
from som ew oll-m eani lgpeople 
on theoretical grounds. They 
twist the freedom argum ent in 
curious fashion in o rd er to 
oppose right-to-w ork. They say 
that the right-to-w ork law is 
an “ unwarranted intrusion by 
the 
state in the dealings of 
em ployers and em ployees. 
If these two parties 
agree 
that the work force in a plant 
should be composed exclusively 
of union m em bers the state 
has no business to interfere, 
they assert. The obvious flaw 
in that argum ent is that the 
state had already interfered 
with freedoms when it decreed 
that no man can work at his 
trade unless he pays tribute 
to a union. Section 14-B m erely 
seeks to negate this restriction 
on freedom . 
The 
right-to-w ork 
law in­ 
creases the area of freedom 
for w orkers and should be sup­ 
ported by those idealists who 
want to extend individual free­ 
dom, as it certainly is, then no 
restrictions on w orkers' free­ 
dom would be nationwide. 
One other point. If the right 
to earn a living is i aasic free­ 
dom, as it certainly is, then no 
two parties should be 
legally 
empowered to make an agree­ 
ment which deprives any citi­ 
zen of that right. 
Can anyone make a contract 
to deprive you of the right 
of free speech, 
or free as­ 
sem bly or free worship? Of 
course not. 
Twisting the freedom argu­ 
ment in such a way as to justify 
depriving 
w orkers 
in many 
states of their present freedom 
is thoroughly i1 logical.

Nick Galifianakis, the 
G reek-A m erican, took his cit­ 
izenship seriously, becam e a 
m em ber of the North Carolina 
legislature, cam e out as the top 
candidate in a field of four in 
the 
present D em ocratic p ri­ 
m ary. 
But in the run off, money talks, 
and the man who came in second, 
SmP.h Bagley, has the tobacco 
millions to spend. In one Negro 
section of W inston-Salem, Bag­ 
ley had 35 ca rs hauling voters 
to the polls, is reported to have 
paid drivers $150 a day. 
The son of a G reek im m igrant 
can’t possibly m atch this. 
"They tried to pay me, said 
M rs. Mary Sloan Jones, a Negro 
working for William z. Wood, 
one of the losing candidates. 
"They had lots of money. Lots 
of money. Everywhere you go 
th e re 's signs pasted up on the 
billboards." 
Bagley's money was apparent 
elsew here. M embers of the Wa­ 
chovia Bank, dominated by the 
powerful Reynolds and Hanes 
fam ilies, 
have been active. 
E arly in the campaign, Harold 
Thomerson, adm inistrative as­ 
sistant to retirin g Rep. Ralph 
Scott, and candidate to succeed 
him, was offered "a bundle of 


money and a new hom e" if he 
would retire from the race in 
favor of Bagley. Thom erson's 
reply was, “ Forget it."

INDEPENDENCE, Kan. (AP) 
— With a collection of grind­ 
stones unmatched by any an­ 
tique dealer in this area, Tom 
Wininger, retired Independence 
businessman, can boast of being 
the sharpest man in southeast 
Kansas. 
The foot powered machines, 
most of which date to before the 
turn of the century, have been 
restored completely by Winin­ 
ger. He put in long hours clean­ 
ing them up, replacing missing 
parts and making them usable. 
Wintnger’s interest in grind­ 
stones developed eight years 
ago when he visited the farm of 
an elderly uncle near Chanute, 
Kan. 
“ I asked him if he knew 
where I could pick up an old 
grindstone that you pedal with 
your feet. He took me down 
through the barnyard and there 
lay what was left of a grind­ 
stone, buried under weeds and 
grass. 
“ Next day, we dug it out and 
liauled it home. It was rusted, 
two or three pieces gone, and 
boy was it muddy]’’ 
Being used to servicing ma- 
chines in his cleaning shop, 
Wininger fitted in the missing 
parts, added new bearings to 
the shaft, assembled it into a 
complete unit and painted it. 
The grindstone was set up in 
front of his place of business 
and soon became a conversa­ 
tion piece for customers and 
visitors. 
“ I’ll bet there were 25 people 
a 
month who would drop in, 
mount the seat and work the 
pedals,’’ he recalled. 
A few years later, Wininger 
sold the firm he operated 48V2 
years and took the grindstone 


home to his back yard. He de­ 
cided it looked lonesome, so 
with more time on his hands, 
he began looking for one or two 
more cast off sickle sharpen­ 
ers. 


“ H iere aren’t many left that 
you don’t have to dig out of 
some junk pile—and be on the 
lookout for snakes,” he said. 
“ We soon brought in one from 
Chautauqua County and another 
from Nebraska.” 


As the collection grew, more 
visitors and even tourists came 
to view the large, round sand­ 
stones mounted on iron frames. 
The remains of at least 20 old 
grinders were required to build 
the nine complete machines he 
has on display. 
“It took me about 20 to 25 
hours to overhaul each one and 
replace the parts,” Wininger 
said. 
The oldest working grindstone 
in his collection is a machine 
reported to be 97 years old, 
mounted on a wooden frame. 
The stone’s shaft has no bear­ 
ings but is supported on caster­ 
like rollers on each side. It was 
brought from Nebraska by his 
son.

devices of buying players, of 
competing in the open market 
for a star half back.

but there was the incentive for

Hans must consider ev­ 
erything from sewers to univer­ 
sities. 
Holl mann didn't argue with 
figures published by Robert C. 
Cook, president of Population 
Reference Bureau, Inc., that 
California's net gain of 1,500 
new residents a day may mean 


1.5 billion people — half the 
world's current population — in 
100 years.

is the 
coadjutor of the 
other. 
Yet, we strut the earth telling 
averybody else to look at us and 
see the democracy in fairest 
flower — and please copy; we’ll 
foot the bill. We wonder, 
for 
instance, what Pravda will have 
to say about the 90 West Point 
cadets. 


The time is here for moral re­ 
generation. West Point is just 
one item in the sad chronology. 
The Roman empire fell, not be­ 
cause it was overwhelmed from 
without, but because it decayed 
from within. If this is an appeal 
for a return to the day-by-day

1967. 
For example, air munitions 
were being consumed in Janu­ 
ary at a rate of $110 million a 
month. McNamara planned to 
support “ much higher" levels- 
not otherwise defined — this 
spring. 
The 
higher 
levels 
have not been exceeded, officals 
say. 
The United States was using 
ground munitions at a $100-mil- 
lion-a-month rate at the start of 
the 
year. Again, 
McNamara 
projected 
much 
higher con­ 
sumption. Officials say, how- 
ever, actual useage is 40 per 
cent below the planned levels, 
perhaps reflecting the let up in 
ground operations during recent 
political turbulence. 
Officials also say aircraft 
losses are running lower than 
expected. In recent weeks 15 to 
20 per cent fewer helicopters 
have been downed even though 
more sorties are being flown 
than previously planned. 
Offii ials report McNamara is 
determined to spend what is 
necessary, but no more, for 
maintaining UJS. military pow­ 
er. 
McNamara frequently tells 
newsmen he does not intend to 
come out of the Viet Nam war 
with a $12-billion surplus of war 
goods as he says resulted from 
Korea. 
To accomplish this, McNa­ 
mara 
acknowledges 
he has 
made an arbitrary assumption 
that for financing purposes the 
war will end in June, 1967. 
If the war ends then— nosur- 
plus. If it ends before then — 
some surplus. 
But if the war appears likely 
to go beyond then, additional 
funds will have to be requested 
before next June. 
If the war continues beyond 
June 
1967, 
additional funds 
would have to be sought in Jan­ 
uary to maintain an uninter­ 
rupted flow of ammunition and 
aircraft.

Draft, Grad School Rush 
Cuts Labor Supply Short

YORK (AP) — The 
draft — and the threat of serv­ 
ice in Viet Nam — has put a 
crimp in company recruiting of 
June college graduates. 
An Associated Press survey of 
company officials and college 
placement directors found that 
the draft, the rush to graduate 
schools and the boom In jobs 
left recruiters tor short of the 
men they needed. 
"This has been one of the 
toughest years in recent history 
from 
the employer's stand­ 
point,” said BUI Herman, U.S. 
Steel Corp. college relations 
director in Pittsburgh. 
Lewis Guthrie, International 
Business 
Machines 
district 
manager in Miami, said: 
"There is a large increase in 
the number of boys who are 
going to graduate school to es­ 
cape the war in Viet Nam. They 
are very frank about it." 
Guthrie said it had cut the 
number of graduates avaUable 
at a time when the competition 
between firms for new men was 
getting stiffer anyway. 
"There were only about 30,000 
undergraduate engineering de­ 
grees awarded this year, a 
figure that hasn't changed in 
recent 
years," said Robert 
Becker, manager of profession­ 
al employment at the Aluminum 
Company of America, Pitts­ 
burgh. "There are fewer people 
avaUable for more jobs." 
Peter Frederickson, Boston 
University placement 
counse­ 
lor said: " I have a drawer full 
of unfilled requests, and I un­ 
derstand the sa me situation pre- 
vaUs to practically all colleges 
in the country. There are more 
jobs than qualified youngsters." 
"I don't know of any company 
able to obtain its quota of new 
men,” a spokesman for Carne­ 
gie Tech in Pittsburgh said. 
One reason: industry recruit­ 
ers 
must compete with the 
Peace Corps and VISTA,as well 
as the military, said M rs.Nanst 
Corson of the University of Cali­ 
fornia at Berkeley. 
Some colleges suggested stu­ 
dents were offering a cold 
shoulder to business because 
their youthful idealism makes 
the Peace Corps more attrac­ 
tive. 
California, the University of 
California at Los Angeles and 
Cleveland State University re­ 
ported that, with the short sup­ 
ply of men graduates, compa­ 
nies were showing Increased 
interest In women. 
Salaries 
offered generally 
were up 4 to IO per cent over 
1965. 
The college placement councU 
in Bethlehem, Pa., reported the 
national average monthly sala* 
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ry offered chemical engineers 
was $677, up from $673 last 
year. 
Boston University reported 
engineering graduates were of­ 
fered from $6,500 to $9,500 a 
year, 
economics 
graduates 
about $6,200, and journalism 
$3,900 to $8,000- • and more. 
"Grads are not asking for 
more, but the companies are 
more competitive," said J. Wil­ 
na rn Paquette of Drake Univer­ 
sity, Des Moines, Iowa. 
Companies reported students 
were less interested in fringe 
benefits. 
Raytheon 
Co., 
Lexington, 
Mass., said only one boy asked 
about a profit-sharing plan, and 
that graduates generally give 
only 
minor consideration to 
fringe benefits. 
"Fringe benefits are of litUe 
concern to grads at this stage of 
life, but companies have to 
promise

want," 
reported California 
State College at Los Angeles. 
"Our students won't 
leave 
California, and usually not even 
Southern California." 
But at Georgia State College, 
Ben

director, said: "Each year the 
students are becoming more 
mobile. We have a number of 
students working in the East 
now. Relocation is no longer a 
problem." 
Many companies, as a result, 
stress the locations of their 
plants In the tons of recruiting 
booklets — and advertising — 
they distribute. 
A spokesman for Republic 
Steel Corp. in Cleveland said the 
company found many graduates 
holding out for jobs that would 
give them security from imme­ 
diate military service — which 
Republic doesn't have.

mately and by strong prosecu­ 
tion of violators, beginning at 
the level of the pushers. 
He said that regulation of 
drugs in retail drug sto res will 
be handled by state enforce­ 
ment authorities, 
except 
in 
cases where a local druggist ap­ 
p ears to lie involved in wide­ 
spread 
interstate traffic 
of 
wholesale 
quantities of con­ 
trolled 
or 
other 
dangerous 
drugs. 
But regulation of underworld 
traffic in drugs will be referred 
to and handled by the Bureau 
of Drug Abuse Control. 
"T he state agencies involved 
and the bureau will keep each 
other closely advised regarding 
c a s e s under investigation, 
m ate 
disposition of whatever 
type of action may ultim ately 
ensue,” he said. 
B arnard said six states have 
been selected to determ ine if 
such a plan is feasible.

"W e have laid a 
big fat egg in turning out mil- 
lions of kids who Just want to be 
am used." 
Levenson believes that it is 
essential for the public schools 
to "teach kids to watch televi­ 
sion.” 
"Why don't all the schools 
supply the students with 'p re­ 
ferred 
viewing 
lis ts ? " ' 
he 
asked. "Television supplies its 
own teachers for the children — 
the ones who want them to buy 


som ething. And, to me, the sad 
truth is that the schools, which 
have something exciting to sell, 
don't know how to do it as well 
as television does. ' 
Levenson, surprisingly, does 
not worry about violence. 
"I don't think TV breeds vio­ 
len ce," he continued with con­ 
siderable fire. "I think it breeds 
passivity. When kids see real 
violence, it seem s like som e­ 
thing they've seen on a TV 
screen, and instead of reacting 
to it they just watch quietly and 
wait for the com m ercial, know­ 
ing that It will turn out all right 
in the end with the good guys 
winning." 
The evil in television, as L ev­ 
enson sees it, is that practical­ 
ly the sole motivation in viewing 
is am usem ent.

But on the 
other hand, I as a father, have 
the right to refuse to let them 
educate my children.” 
Levenson may be disturbed

Lewis Guthrie, International

manager in Miami, said: 
"T here is a large increase in 
the number of boys who are 
going to graduate school to es­ 
cape the war in Viet Nam. They 
a re very frank about it." 
Guthrie said it had cut the 
number of graduates available 
at a tim e when the com petition 
between firm s for new men was 
getting stiffer anyway. 
"T here were only about 30,000 
undergraduate engineering de­ 
grees awarded this 
year, a 
figure that hasn't changed in 
recent 
y e a rs," said Robert 
Becker, manager of profession­ 
al employment at the Aluminum 
Company of A m erica, 
P itts­ 
burgh. "T here a re fewer people 
available for more jo b s." 
Peter F rederickson, Boston 
University placement 
counse­ 
lo r said: " I have a draw er full 
•of unfilled requests, and I un­ 
derstand the sam e situation p re­ 
vails to practically all colleges 
in the country.

St. Louts County Needs Bond 
Issue 
to Rescue Park Space 
for Future, Speaker Says 
From an Address 
By LEO A. DREY 
Leo A. Drey, president of the 
Open Space Council for the St. 
Louis Region, was a speaker 
in the Washington University 
Public Interest Series. 
In Los Angeles, they tell a 
•tory about their Chamber of 
Commerce It seems the Cham­ 
ber was worried because fewer 
and fewer people were coming In 
to visit the downtown area. They 
puzzled over the situation and 
finally concluded that people 
from outlying areas were not 
coming downtown because they 
knew all they had to do was to 
walt for a few years, and down­ 
town would come to them. 
Hugo Fischer, Administrator 
of the Resource Agency of Cali­ 
fornia, has made some observa­ 
tions I want to quote because 
we face, in Missouri, the same 
sort of uncontrolled, cancerous 
growth for which California is 
noted. Mr. 
Fischer says of 
California, and he could have 
been talking about Missouri, 
that we "had an extraordinary 
opportunity as late as 25 years 
•go to maintain at very little 
cost, and even to enhance, one 
of the most beautiful and com­ 
fortable environments on earth. 
But In our rush to grow and 
compete and prosper we failed 
to look ahead to the end product.
